The rare was 
ileei(h*d over the ahaiidoned short sis furlonss course 
ill use last year and the winner arandl.v eiiuilated 
the turf feats of his illustrious sire hy the Impres- 
sive maimer iu which he vaiaiuished the quintette 
of siii»eri<H' class .iuveuiles opisised to him iu Erhet, 
I'lMitpad. Wise .Mason, llouieerest and Torliellino. 
The Held also eontained t'atherine Simpson, an iii- 
eonseipieutial st:*rter.

KING'S DAUGHTER'S RECORD-MAKING SPEED. 

Carries Hieh Weight and Sets a New Mark at a 
Mile and Seventy Yards. 

RtilTalo. N. Y.. Auanst 2.'». — T. C. McDowell’s 
hiah-class tilly. Kina’s Daiiahter. added luster this 
aficriKMin to her many splendid performances by 
iM-atina some of the best liaudicaii horses that could 
1 m- mustered in this seetioii. eoiieediiiK tliem much 
actual weialit and b.v ruiininj a mile and seventy 
yards in 1:42* estuhlished a new American record. 
Kina’s Daujliter liad ui> 124 tiouiids and because of 
lier iiii'Mist was discarded in tlie liettiiig iu favor 
of Czar and .loliii Carroll. Nieol, who liad the 
moiiiir oil her. sent her awa.v in a forward tiositioii 
ami. usiiis eiMil jiidgiiieiit. avoided iiiterfereiiee while 
attempt ina to jdate her in tlie earl.v riimiina. Slie 
lollowed Rim'S Fast closely at a tremendous pace 
lor the first h.alf and when called on on the stretch 
turn, sprinted into a long lead with coiisiinimate ease. 
Had slie heen urged she could have run fully a se<-- 
oiid faster. Terah also ran a tine rare, eoiiiii.a willi 
a rush lliroiiah the stretch and aeltiiig up in the 
final strides to take seeohd ulaee from Roes Fast. 

T'Mlay’s np-iiia was spirited and fast Ihroiijiionl. 
In addition to Kii.a’s Danaliter's joimI |ierforman<-e. 
.Meliowell’s other hiahlv triiul sprinter. Ri-rwh-k. 
demonstrated ids superiority ov.-r the other liM-al 
shorl-dislanee racers liv winning in a gocMl tield of 
all-age horses, iiieliiding .Marse .Mm- and ElizalM-lh 
IlarwiMMl. Rerwiek earried 127 tMiiimls and earrleil 
it like a feallier. He alhiwed Ihe liahtweighis t.o 
make a stilT iiaee for llie first half and when ealh-d 
on came away as liis rider ideasi-d. The live- and 
a half furlongs were covered in I equaling the 

former track record. He eotil.l have set a new mark 
had Ids rider so desired. The piMir showing of 
.Marse .\he in the race was disaiqMunt ing. the crack 
youngster dropping out of si-rions eopteiilion after 
going thri'i' fitrlongs. si'eond and third idaivs going 
lo St. leaniie and Elizahelh HarwoOil respi'el ively. 

Favorili' hackers and joi kev Rowers' follow ina 
h;id a disastrous day of it. Six eliolees faih-d and 
Rowers had a like iimnhi'r of losi'rs to l-js eredi.. 
Ri-rwiek was the only redeemer for favwite hack 
ers. as well as Ihe rider's following. 

Console, in Ihe o|>eniiig race, was made tlie i-hoio-. 
hut she failed to get a idaiv. Ihe pitrsi' going lo 
.Seiiitllinti' from tlie heavily siipp«>rted hut long-priced 
liesperado. 

I.. Calm’s recent purchase. Gerrymander, ridden 
hy I’owefs. was the fancy in the second, but Micliai-1 
.Vngeio spreadcagled liis opponents and wou as his 
rider pleased. Night Mist was sllglitiv in demand 
in the third over Heine, but the latter was much 
Ihe liest. Through Rtirtoii's foul riding Night .Mist 
managed to retain sei'oiid place. “Snapper” Gar- 
rison. trainer of iMoiitliert. which started in the 
race, attempted a coup on his eaiididate. but Rur- 
ton's action in iiersisteiitlv whipping iockey Deverieh. 
who had the nioiiiit on Montlierr. causeil the latter 
to receive a faulty ride and iirevented him from 
finishing in the money. The judges lined Rurton 
tp2.''> for his action. 

Till- closest -finish of tlie afternoon came In the 
sixth race, when I.ad.v Raldnr got tip in the last 
stride to beat Keep Moving. Riles, tlie favorite, 
finished a distant third. Dr. Li'e Ilttffman again 
fnniisheii a big snrnri.se by lieating a gowl liami 
of selling platers in the closing rare at a long 
price. I.ady Estlier. under keen urging, saved sec- 
ond place from Arrow Swift. The liettiiig angle on 
■Aniieta Lady, a logical contender, was nnsallsfac- 
tory to tin* judges, and they eaiitioned Troxler while 
on the wa.v to the post lo ride her well and make no 
mistakes. Iu contrast lo her previous goiMl race site 
ran a verv bad one Imlay.
